It's a useful thing to know how to 


make fire without matches, but it's not 
often that & fellow finds himself with- 
out matches— not if he's got any sense. 
A box of matches, in a waterproof 
case, is easy enough to carry. But it 
doe* happen thaf a fellow out hiking, 
hunting roots of spring flowers or thd 
like, wants a hot drink in the middld 
of the day and isn't toting a saucepan 
along. 


The Indians of the Canadian forests 


have a trick of using birch-bark ket- 
tles. It doesn't sound reasonable, es- 
pecially when one knows how quick 
a fire a birch bark makes, but, as a 
matter of fact a birch bark kettle isn't 
so hard to make. A good sheet of 
birch bark, free from knots, can be 
frent at the ends into a shallow trough 
and filled with water. Let the hard- 
wood fire burn down until there an 


only hot coals, and set the birch-bark 
kettle on the fire, being careful that 
the coal doesn't actually touch the 
bark, and that any little flames don't 
strjke the birch-bark above the level of 
the water. This doesn't take any great 
amount of woods skill, and, for a noon* 
day halt; it is quick, and works. 


It's worth the trouble, sometimes, to 


make the cornucopia style of birch-bark 
kettle, twisting a piece of birch bark 
and fastening the edges with pins or 
thorns. 
The Indians can make this 


water-tight with resin, but ifs a trick 
beyond most of us. A dab or two of 
resin will help, but the cornucopia plan 
is better for a stew pot 


After it is roughly made, build a big 


fire, and heat some stones which have 
been arranged in the form of a little 
square enclosure. Then, to stew your 
meat, or whatever it may be you

buy groceries not because he desires them to buy the 
Sjoceriesbuthectesires to protect himself from selling the 
sugar. Jt is to protect his customers and not to increase 
his grocery sales that he does this, because he is cer- 
tainly a\\are that a forced sale ol groceries does not 
make him a permanent customer nor*increa$e the good 
will of the people toward him. but he is doing it, *if4ie 
does it at alf, for the protection of those who are de- 
pendent upon -him for their supply. And whatever one 
may think who .needs the sugar, certainly \\e would all 
be tempted to vd<Texactly what he does if we are looking 
after our trade.,. 


• W-e understand there has been an order issued that 


the tradesmen shall not demand that purchases of gro- 
ceries be made in order to get sugar. We do not believe 
this would result in people getting any more sugar than, 
there is. It might result in the grocerman parceling^out 
his sugar to the trade in proportion to the number of 
regular customers he has and even.though the barrel of 
sugar is in his grocery, he might consider it sold ta the 
trade and each one having his undivided portion of su- 
gar that isan the barrel. Hence, if a person came in who 
was trying to collect sugar as many^jof them do regard- 
less of the interests of the rest of the people, the grocer- 
man might say. "We have no sugar," and ease his con- 
science with the thought tltet he had already sold it. 
This we know has been done In some cases. 


While the sugar situation is aggravating and the 


price demanded is almost as outrageous as it is for print 
paper, yet it is but illustrative of the unstable condi- 
tions in the country. But certain it is that the reardiffi- 
culty does not lie with the retailer. The real men who 
are responsible for the condition lie between the pro- 
ducer and the retailer, as in many other lines. 
are the rne^h who perform the least service to the public, 
whose positions could easily be taken by the adoption of 
some other plan of distribution, and who by uniting 
their forces and buying up the supply create a fictitious 
shortage and enable many to reap an unconscionable 
profit.
